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The Bible in Foreign Lands 


HE March number of the REcorp set before our readers a resume of Bible work in 
the United States, especially as it is carried on in our newly organized Domestic 


Agencies. 


We now give a birdseye view of what is being done outside the United States, 


and this also chiefly as it is done through our own organized Foreign Agencies. 

These Agencies, strictly so called, number eleven in all, but Puerto Rico and Venezuela, 
for the purposes of this article, may be regarded as a twelfth, for here, though under slightly 
different conditions, Bible distribution is carried on under our own direction. 

In addition to these, some of the missionary correspondents of the Society write from 


their various fields. 
Bible in foreign lands. 


Altogether the reader thus can have a panoramic impression of the 


We have grouped these lands for convenience under the headings—Latin America, 
Europe and North Africa, and Asia and the Islands of the Pacific. 


Latin America 


Cuba 


Cuba is still the battleground of contending 
forces. Spiritual powers contend with spir- 
itual wickedness in high places. Mr. Rioseco, 
himself a Cuban, writes: “The fact stares us 
in the face that the great mass of the people 
are sitting in darkness and in the shadow of 
death.’? We have from four to six colpor- 
teurs at work constantly circulating the Scrip- 
tures through the island. : 

One of them writes that he has been well 
received this year in every town he has vis- 
ited. ‘‘ During the year I have sold the Bible 
in nine languages (of course, chiefly in Span- 
ish)—French, Italian, German, English, Chi- 
nese, Greek, Arabic, and Hebrew.”’ 

‘““T visited more than 140 towns, more than 
5,500 houses, and sold 5,358 copies of Scrip- 

| ture.”’ 

“Tn several places the father of the family 
bought the Bible, acknowledging the fact that 
the book was necessary in the training of his 
children.” 

“Tn a store where there were more than 
forty persons, all bought of me except six.” 
“Tn Cardenas I was told by more than one 

person that they had been converted by the 
“Bible which they had purchased from me. 
“This is one of the precious compensations 
for the hardships and the trials one endures 
“ah order to sow the seed beside all waters.”’ . 


Twelve persons have been employed at 
various times at this work, spending 947 days 
in it, traveling 8,811 miles, and visiting 282 
towns and villages. 

The circulation is as follows: 1,837 Bibles, 
2,954 Testaments, and 14,277 portions ; a total 
of 19,068, valued at $2,383.73. 


Puerto Rico and Venezuela 


Puerto Rico has during most of the year 
been treated as a sub-agency of the West In- 
dian Agency under Mr. Rioseco, but the diffi- 
culty of communication between Cuba and 
Puerto Rico has led the Society quite re- 
cently to abandon this arrangement and con- 
nect Puerto Rico with Venezuela, putting 
both under the charge of the Rev. Gerard A. 
Bailly. 

Mr. Bailly has for several years been a 
valued correspondent of the Society in Vene- 
guela, taking oversight of what colportage 
could be undertaken. The arrangement now 
made with him places in charge of the deposi- 
tory and work in Puerto Rico the Rev. Juan 
Ortiz Leon. Mr. Leon six years ago was a 
Roman Catholic priest, who has now become 
a Protestant in faith, and has shown earnest- 
ness and fidelity in his new relation. Prior 
to this, under Mr. Rioseco’s superintendence, 
the Rev. J. G. Woods, living at Mayaguez, 
had been in charge of the Society’s work. 
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The circulation during the year for ten 
months under Mr. Rioseco, and for the last 
two. months under Mr. Bailly, has been for 
obvious reasons somewhat less than we may 
hope it may now become. It was 802 Bibles, 
1,327 Testaments, and 3,553 portions ; a total 
of 5,682, valued at $1,033.94. Nine persons 
have been employed in distribution, spending 
881 days, traveling 2,868 miles, and visiting 
221 villages and

As usual, the 
adventures of 
the colporteurs 
and the anec- 
dotes of their 
intercourse with 
the people are 
full of interest. 
Colporteur Cor- 
tez tried in vain 
to induce an old 
maneto btly 74 
Bible. The 
failure did not 
daunt Cortez. : 
In a few days he sent his wife to offer the old 
man the Bible. Another gruff refusal was the 
result. Then the colporteur sent his oldest 
daughter, a pretty, modest girl of sixteen. 
The old man still refused to buy. Next the 
second daughter approached him. After her 
a son of the colporteur, a boy of thirteen, 
went to the old man, and then a little girl 
of eight, but they all received the same an- 
swer, ‘/ wll not buy your Bible!” Last of 
all Cortez sent his youngest daughter, a dear 
little girl of four years, hardly able to tell 
what she came for. The old man exclaimed, 
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‘“Well! the only one that has not come to 
offer me a Bible is an angel from Heaven! 
Who sent you here with that book? Go tell 
them to come here!’’ The result was that 
the colporteur quickly appeared and the old 
man bought a Bible, promising to study it. 
One colporteur- is working in Yucatan with 
a good deal of interest among the Maya In- 
dians. An interesting circumstance reported 
from Yucatan 
is the work of 
a colporteunm® 
among Koreans 
who have been 
brought over as 
laborers. Some 
of these Ko- 
reans have been 
imprisoned for 
refusing to work

Central America and Panama { 


The year is marked by change in the per- 
sonnel of the Agency. Mr. Penzotti, after 
sixteen years of service, has been transferred 
to Buenos Ayres, Argentina, and his place is 
taken by the Rev. James Hayter, a minister 
of the Baptist. connection well known to Mr. 
Penzotti by years of co-operation. Mr. Pen- 
zotti makes some final comments on the situa- 
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tion. ‘The Church of Rome in Central 
America,’’ he says, has not the power it had 
when I came here for the first time, and it is 
losing more all the time. People begin to 
open their eyes with the circulation of the 
Scriptures and the preaching of the gospel. 
In spite of Bible burning, the people manage 
to get and read the books.’’ He accounts 
drunkenness the worst adversary and the cli- 
mate as a decided adversary also. 

Central America is far behind the world in 
its railroads and other modern advantages, 
but there is a prospect now of advance. 
Political complications and disorders have af- 
fected all Central America, especially Nicara- 
gua, Honduras, and San Salvador. In the 
first two of these states our colporteurs were 
put in military service. This reduced the 
circulation. An inter-oceanic railroad, now 
being built, would enable us to get our books 
from point to point much better. There have 
been more contributions to Bible work made 
‘on the field this year than in any previous 
year, the amount reaching $260 in gold, a 
large amount considering the poverty of the 
people. The circulation for the year was 
5,587 Bibles, 3,592 Testaments, and 7,769 
portions; a total of 14,848 copies, valued at 
$3,257.25. Twenty-four persons were em- 
ployed in this distribution for various lengths 
of time, spending, all told, 88,529 days, 
traveling 30,114 miles, and visiting 88,529 
houses. 

Mr. Penzotti, en route to Argentina and ac- 
companied by Mr. Hayter, went to Panama 
in order to push more effectively the circula- 
tion of the Scriptures in that strategic point. 
Mr. Hayter reports as to the outlook in 
Panama in the Recorp for April, and there 
is every hope that the year will be a good 
one. 

Americans must not let the Book which 
has made their country great be forgotten in 
Panama. Peculiar interests and opportuni- 
ties,-national and international, center there 
to-day. ; 


Brazil 


The commercial and political progress of 
Brazil during the last few years is very marked, 
and it has its bearing on our own work. Rio 
de Janeiro has been transformed by many 
improvements. Among other things, gigan- 
tic port works are been carried through at 
great expense. The other principal cities of 
the republic are likewise rapidly developing. 
The railroad system of the country is being 
pushed forward in every direction, and it is 
expected that hundreds of thousands of immi- 
grants and colonists will find homes in that 
‘sub-tropical country. Health conditions are 
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vastly improved. Educational facilities are 
increased. The signs of intellectual and social 
awakening are to be seen everywhere. 

‘ The Bible Societies now have their day of 
opportunity in new conditions, which they 
have themselves partly—we may say largely 
—helped to create. The changed attitude of 
the Roman Catholic Church has evidently 
been brought about by the persistent circula- 
tion of the Scriptures. Roman Catholic 
weekly papers often print on the front page 
of every issue a passage from the New Testa- 
ment, with notes and comments, for which let 
us thank God. They did not always do this, 
but we are glad they do it now. 

Our colporteurs, Mr. Tucker reports, have 
spent 2,845 days in the service, traveling alto- 
gether 8,000 miles to visit 350 towns and vil- 
lages, besides country settlements. House- 
to-house visitation in Rio by two earnest 
women has brought good results. Our col- 
porteurs and correspondents report sales of 
Bibles, 4,269, New Testaments, 10,232, and 
portions, 21,655: a total of 36,156; as a total 
of donations, 1,307 copies, and to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, 7,954 copies, or a 
grand total of 45,417 copies. 

The visit of the American fleet to Rio was 
a great event. Our Agent and his helpers 
entered into the spirit of the occasion. Three 
of the colporteurs rendered valuable help 
about the Bureau of Information, and one of 
them sold quite a number of Scriptures in 
English. Several thousand men were ashore 
every day, and the Bible store was frequently 
visited by them. 


La Plata 


We much regret to go to press this month 
without a word from our La Plata Agency. 
Our readers will understand the reason why 
this place seems to be dropped from the list. 
The Rev. Andrew Milne, our veteran Agent 
in the great La Plata field, died August 20, 
1907. The Rev. Mr. Penzotti, who was ap- 
pointed to take up the work laid down by 
Mr. Milne, has not yet reached Buenos Ayres. 
At last accounts he had started down the 
west coast of South America accompanied by 
his family, and when last heard from was just 
about to cross the Andes for Argentina. 

Meantime Bible distribution has not been 
suspended in the La Plata field. The reports ' 


‘of various lines of work carried on there 


through various agencies have not yet been 
brought into one place for limpid sum- 
mary, such as we have been wont to have 
from Mr. Milne. With patience our friends 
will be able to enjoy later what they have 
vainly sought this month among the other 
reports. 
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Europe and North Africa 


France 


The Société Biblique de France reports 
that with the money ($500) sent them from 
the American Bible Society they have been 
able to distribute 1,035 Bibles, 3,307 Testa- 
ments, and 1,956 portions; a total of 6,298 
volumes. Such a distribution is exceedingly 
opportune for many reasons. The age-long 
struggle between Papal Romanism and the 
natural and instinctive desire of the Christian 
mind and heart for spiritual liberty has reached 
a new phase in France. It is significant that 
the Rev. Dr. Bertrand, secretary of the so- 
ciety, reports that a great number of New 
Testaments or portions have been given to 
Catholics by birth and to Catholic priests who 
have broken with Rome. 

In addition to this, Dr. Bertrand reports 
that the society has printed at our expense 
5,000 New Testaments of the new synodal 
revision which is so highly appreciated in 
French-speaking countries. The society is 
hoping to put to press an octavo Bible with 
the complete text of the synod’s revision. 


Switzerland 


Through its correspondents in Switzerland 
among the missionaries of the Swiss Con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
4,046 portions of the Scriptures were circu- 
lated last year.. Our correspondents indicate 
widespread unbelief among the people, but 
with an earnest and growing faith in Christ. 
“They are more and more waiting to hear 
what the Bible is saying from Jesus, and not 
what this or that other book is telling about 
him. We are happy that we can see Chris- 
tians coming back more and more to the 
spring of our salvation, to the Word of God.”’ 
These churches last year raised $69.20 for the 
Bible Society, which was added to its appro- 
priation. 

Germany 

The German Conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church report a circulation, in their 
Sunday schools and throughout their mission- 
ary operations, of 5,449 Scriptures during the 
year in their association with this Society, 
and in addition to the grant in aid they have 
raised in their churches $100 for the work of 
the Society. 

Finland 


During the year in Finland 2,718 portions 
of Scripture were circulated by 17 persons 
employed in Bible distribution, visiting 105 
towns and villages. This work is in connec- 


tion with the Finland Methodist Mission Con- 
ference. 
Austria 

There were 1,895 copies of the Scriptures 
circulated through our correspondents con- 
nected with the mission of the American Board 
in Austria last year. There is very little dif- 
ference in the work of the colporteurs from 
year to year. It is the same story of perse- 
cution and bloodshed on the one hand, and of 
joy and blessing on the other, in being used of 
God to bring to God the souls in the bond- 
age of sin, and in the superstition and ignor- 
ance that rest over all Austria. The Rev. 
Mr. Porter, our correspondent, in Austria,. 
writes: 

“During my summer vacation I met often 
the one colporteur who was employed all the 
time in the service of the American Bible So- 
ciety. I am impressed anew with the real 
worth of the man and how much he was will- 
ing to sacrifice for the Master. He is a jewel. 
It is more and more difficult to get a license 
to sell Bibles. Every possible means is used 
to circulate the spirit of the Word of Life. 
Licenses must be secured yearly, and often for 
six months of the year the authorities simply 
keep the license in their possession before 
they hand it over to the poor colporteur, who. 
all this time has had to get on as best he 
could. We hear ever of free colportage, but 
ever and anon it ends in talk.’’ 


Levant 


We need not repeat what our friends al- 
ready know, that the American Bible Society 
through its Levant Agency, from its earliest 
history has taken an honorable stand among 
the redeeming forces in the eastern Medi- 
terranean territories. The Agency is, on 
the whole, well equipped with translations. 
for work among the whole population of 
the Turkish Empire, excepting in Kurdish, 
into which the New Testament only has 
been translated, and excepting also the Bulga- 
rian, the translation into which calls for re- 
vision. While practically all of the languages. 
of the Levant Agency may be said to have 
been furnished with the Scriptures in satis- 
factory and permanent form, as to publica- 
tion, the unreasonableness and obstinacy of 
press censorship is still a serious difficulty. 
Nevertheless, the issues of the Agency for the 
year ending December 31, 1907, amounted 
to 124,673 Bibles, Testaments, and portions. 

There has been little change in the number 
of colporteurs employed in European and 
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In Egypt conditions are far 
and hopeful, the laboring 
classes having attained a prosperity never 
before reached in the history of Egypt. 
Twenty-four colporteurs have worked under 
the direction of Dr. Hunt, of the United Pres- 
byterian Mission, who has continued to act as 
our agent. In the Soudan the United Pres- 
byterian Mission has undertaken the distribu- 
tion in our behalf. We have one colporteur 
in this great region, whose headquarters are 
at Khartoum. 

Our readers will be interested to know that 
there is steady progress in Bible study among 
the non-Christian races. We have to becare- 
ful not to take a view which is too visionary, 


Asiatic Turkey. 
more cheerful 
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but the Bible Society has observed for some 
time that every year from 15,000 to 25,000 
copies of the Bible, or portions of it, pass into 
the hands of people of these races and are read 
with appreciation and reverence. Thus the 
Bible reaches multitudes secluded in houses, 
besides those who read it for themselves. 

In different parts of Asia Minor instances 
of the Bible distribution are numerous which 
show serious study of the Christian Scriptures 
by those not known as Christians. 

Believing that we have the sympathy and 
prayers of old and young, and the kind ap- 
preciation of all Levantine races, we leave 
with God the permanent results of the effort 
of 1907. 


Asia and Islands of the Pacific 


Persia 


The Presbyterian missionaries have con- 
tinued their Bible work both in the East and 
West Persia missions in several stations. In 
West Persia, at Tabriz, sales of Scriptures in 
nine languages were made, principally Turk- 
ish, Armenian, and Persian, but with a con- 
siderable fraction of French, Hebrew, Syriac, 
Arabic, and Russian. Our correspondent, 
Mr. Jessup, notes here, as in so many coun- 
fries, the development of a national conscience 
quite new in Moslem lands. The cry of Persia 
for the Persians has been made. This works 
to our advantage in some ways, but strength- 
ens also the national attachment to Islam. The 
reformers declare solemnly that the welfare 
of the land demands a return to its principles 
of Mohammedanism. ‘There is also a revolt 
against authority noticeable, but here too 
what might seem an advantage at first turns 
into a disadvantage, for, rejecting the author- 
ity of their teachers, many of the people tend 
to reject all religion. 

One of the missionaries writes: “It is 
yearly getting easier to come here. The rail- 
way now reaches to the Aras River, within a 
day and a half from here by carriage.” 

The circulation at the depository reached 
84 Bibles, 116 Testaments, and 134 portions ; 
a total of 334 copies. 

In East Persia the sales have increased 
considerably at Teheran, the capital of the 
country, reaching nearly 400 copies, in spite 
of the continuance of the restriction made some 
years ago on the importation of Scriptures in 
Persian, Turkish, and Arabic, the three Mos- 
lem languages of Persia. The Rev. Mr. Es- 
selstyn, in reporting this, adds that they have 
all been distributed with prayer and personal 
attention, and every copy represents hard 


work.’ The political situation continues very 
uncertain and revolutionary in character. 

The Bible distribution from the three de- 
pots of Teheran (with which is included Kas- 
vin), Hamadan, and Resht, amounts to 995 
copies in all. In Hamadan, 58 Bibles, 71 Tes- 
taments, and 217 portions, or 346 in all, were 
sold; and at Teheran, 110 Bibles, 204 Testa- 
ments, and 83 portions, a total of 397. These 
results have been attained by five persons, 
working 437 days, traveling 3,646 miles, and 
visiting 85 towns and villages. 

Both missions have passed resolutions of 
cordial thanks to the Society asking its con- 
tinued aid. 

Arabia 

There were 3,587 volumes of Scripture 
circulated in Arabia by the Arabian Mission 
of the Reformed Church of America through 
the co-operation of this Society. The work 
has been going forward under difficulties this 
year. The colporteurs, especially in Muskat, 
have suffered from sickness, and yet where it 
has been possible to work the blessing of the 
Lord has been abundant. There is an in- 
crease in the circulation of over two hundred 
as compared with last year, while the total 
number of workers was less. The tour made 
to the Pirate Coast was notably successful, 
and the missionary was actually invited to re- 
turn and goinland. One thing noted through- 
out the field, especially, this year was the 
approachability of the people when their 
hands were free from war. In Oman a new 
Bible shop has been opened, thus planting a 
beacon in southeastern Arabia. 


India 


The Rev. H. C. Hazen, of the Madura Mis- 
sion of the American Board, writes from Tir-

umangalam, in South India, to say that they 
have disposed of one hundred more Bibles 
and two thousand more portions than last 
year, and with receipts for sales $50 more than 
in the previous year. 

‘“There is a spirit of inquiry in some quar- 
ters that betokens large results before long. 
Our native pastor went to a village where 
they were talking about Christianity, and they 
kept him up till the morning light asking him 
questions. As the result four men signed 
their names in our book as fully determined 
to be Christians, and the pastor sent to me 
at once for four New Testaments to give 
them. As soon as a man gets a little serious 
in the matter he wants a Bible, and begins to 
search it. That is just what we want. Men 
are waking up now and opening their eyes, 
and it is the time for us also to wake up and 
give them the light of the world. The illus- 
trated Gospel of Mark, of which I spoke in 
my previous letter, is very popular among 
all classes. We could dispose of an unlimited 
number if we had them. God bless our dear 
Bible Society and the noble work it is doing.” 


Siam 


Siam and the Siamese have been brought 
to the fore in Europe and the west by the 
visit to Europe of His Majesty King Chalu- 
longkorn I. This is his second visit, and be- 
tokens the progress which his kingdom is 
making and is likely to make. 

On his return he commented in a public 
address to the people of Bangkok on the 
great change in the Siam of to-day compared 
with the Siam of a generation ago, adverting 
to the extension of personal liberty, the im- 
provement in the administration of the laws, 
the methods of taxation, the advance of educa- 


tion, the increased facilities for internal com- - 


munications, and other reforms. Under such 
circumstances, it is gratifying to record that 
Bible circulation has exceeded by several 
thousand what it has been in any other year. 

Mr. Carrington and his colporteurs report 
that nine persons have been employed who 
spent 2,356 days, traveled 4,480 miles, visited, 
besides Bangkok, 566 towns and villages, and 
have circulated 58 Bibles, 127 Testaments, 
and 46,725 portions; a total of 46,910 copies, 
valued at $1,087.26 gold. There have been 
36,300 copies in Siam and Laos printed at the 
expense of the Society. The missionaries, 
both in the Laos country and in southern 
Siam, report a continued and increasing use 
of the Scriptures in family, church, and Sun- 
day school. 

The Royal High Priest, Prince Vajiranana, 
recently accepted with cordial appreciation a 
gift of a Bible and some other Christian books, 
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presented through the American Minister and 
Mr. Carrington by the Rev. John Fox, as a 
souvenir of his visit to His Royal Highness 
a year ago. Gnome 

China, probably more than any other coun- 
try, holds the eager attention of mankind to- 
day. Its past is wonderful, its present more 
wonderful, the future no one dare predict, 
but the signs all point to mighty victories for 
Christ. 

The great Centenary Conference, marking 
the completion of one hundred years of Prot- 
estant missionary effort, held in Shanghai, 
April 25th to May 8th, is an event in Chinese 
history as well as in the history of missions. 
Thirty-five years after Robert Morrison land- 
ed, in 1876, there were but one-half dozen bap- 
tized Protestant Christians. Now there are 
178,261 baptized Christians and 78,528 cate- 
chumens, with 2,625 churches and 3,833 for- 
eign missionaries. 

At the conference the Union Revision Com-

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mittees reported three new versions of the 
New Testament completed. Arrangements 
were made for still further revision in the 
New Testament and for publishing the re- 
vision of the Old Testament by similar com- 
mittees. 

Dr. Hykes reports that it may now be truth- 
tully said that almost every man in China who 
can read may have the Scriptures in some form 
that he can understand. Nevertheless the 
translators are still toiling away completing 
their work. The “China sea’’ of languages 
is a complex problem. Our own Society 
lists at least 17 different Chinese versions and 
revisions in 400 different editions in its cata- 
logue in Shanghai. The British and Scotch 
Societies have at least as many more. The 
task of distributing these Scriptures is equally 
difficult. The three great Societies—Ameri- 
can, British, and Scotch—sent out during the 
present year not less than 2,000,000 volumes 
of Scriptures. : 

So far as the records show, the American 
Bible Society has circulated 10,980,161 copies 
of the Scriptures (Bibles, Testaments, and 
portions). In 1907 the circulation was 491,280 
volumes. The “New China’’ is now clearly 
visible, and seems almost a miracle. The 
suppression of opium, western education made 
popular, the beginnings of constitutional gov- 
ernment, are proofs of its reality. God has 
opened the door long shut and barred; opened 
it to all missionaries; opened it especially to 
the Bible Societies, whose work here, as in 
many other countries, may fairly be regarded 
as contributory to the result now reached.

Japan 


The presence of about eight thousand 
Chinese students in Japan presents a most 
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interesting opportunity for Christian work. 
There is an increased attendance of these 
Chinese students at Bible classes. A num-

ber have become Christians after a few 
months in the Bible class. During the early 
part of the year there was much demand for 
New Testaments in Chinese and English. 
The demand was due to the fact that many 
students wished to learn English. During 
the last six months there has been a much 
larger demand for the Scriptures in Chinese 
only. This shows a genuine interest in Chris- 
tianity and in the Bible. 

There are about five hundred Korean stu- 
dents in Tokyo. The superintendent em- 
ployed by the Korean Government to watch 
over the studies of these young men is a 
Christian, and aids in every way the Korean 
Young Men’s Christian Association. There 
is a permanent Bible class among the Korean 
students of more than one hundred and twenty 
members, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that a large proportion of them will be- 
come Christians and helpers in the prosecu- 
tion of Christian work in their own country. 
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There are also in Tokyo Filipinos and Hin- 
doos who have come to Japan for study. 
Both of these groups of students receive 
more or less of Christian teaching and of 
help to a knowledge of God through the 
Bible. 

Some time in 1906 a Christian warden in 
the Tokachi Prison started a Bible class for 
the benefit of the younger convicts. Several 
members of the class were deeply interested 
and began to pray. Following this sowing 
of the seed a Japanese pastor preached to the 
convicts, and as he was preaching the Holy 
Spirit came down with power. Out of 844 
convicts about 500 confessed their guilt and 
need. Some 600 of 
them bought Bibles 
and Testaments 
and began the study 
of them daily. 

Such are some of 
the wonderful op- 
portunities offered 
in Japan for the ex- 
tension of the king- 
dom, and the Bible 
Society is taking 
whatever share is 
possible in the fur- 
therance of this 
work. 

From these brief 
indications it is 
proper to Say, 
““Now is the ac- 
cepted time; now 
is the day of salva- 
tion’’ for Japan. 

The total circu- 
lation of Scriptures 
during the year 
was 6,571 Bibles, 
41,400 Testaments, 
and 43,129 portions; making a total of 91,100 
volumes of Scriptures. 


The Philippines 


The close of the eighth calendar year finds 
evangelical mission work in the Philippine 
Islands in a most prosperous condition. 

The Roman Catholic Church is steadily 
showing a stronger opposition to evangelical 
mission work. Quite a number of American 
bishops, priests, and friars are establishing 
themselves throughout the islands, and many of 
the Spanish friars are returning, accompanied 
by American, Belgian, and Irish companions. 

One important department of Bible work in 
the Philippines is translation into the many 
dialects of the islands. The Cebuan version 
of the New Testament is at last ready for the 
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printer. Work on the Ibanag version has 
been suspended, owing to the lack of capable 
workers. Attention has been concentrated 
during the year on the Ilokano version of the 
Old Testament. We expect, soon to report a 
beginning of translation into the language of 
the Island of Samar. 

Printing for the Philippines is done, on the 
whole, more satisfactorily in Japan, costing 
about one-half what the same work would 
cost in the Philippines. On the other hand 
the great distance causes delay in the trans- 
mission of proof-sheets, which hinders the 
rapid publication of translations already in 
hand. The New Testament in Pampangan is

Foreign Bible Society for distribution. 

In distributing Scriptures we use a large 
tent which will accommodate four hundred and 
fifty people, and give stereopticon exhibi- 
tions. ~The condition of admission to the 
stereopticon exhibition is the purchase of a 
Gospel or a Testament. All told we have 


over fifty men, American and Filipino, giving — 


especial attention to the distribution of Scrip- 
tures. 

Notwithstanding the opposition of Roman 
Catholics, the success of Protestant missions 
has been phenomenal. Less than eight years 
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‘close of the fiscal year. 
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ago missionaries first landed in the Philippines. 
There was not a Protestant church in any part 
of thearchipelago. To-day upward of 60,000 
persons are formally identified with the Prot- 
estant organizations, while the Scriptures in 
the language of the people are offered to alle

If any of our readers have had good in- 
tentions toward the Bible Society which are 
not yet carried out, we hope that this con- 
scientious superintendent’s words will be a 
reminder, and that they will find a day for 
making up for past failures. 
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Appropriations and Estimates for 1908 


ITH the first of April the new year of the American Bible Society opened. The most 

important appropriations for this year have now been made. These appropriations 

are based on a careful study of the receipts of the Society which may be reasonably anticipated, 

from a comparison of the receipts of the immediately preceding years, and upon the urgent 

needs of the work at home and abroad. In no case are they adequate to the work that should 
be undertaken. The resources of the Society should be at once very greatly enlarged. 

The domestic appropriations should have added to them the expenditures of all the aux- 
iliary societies, which we regret we have not the data satisfactorily to exhibit, in order that 
a true and complete view of the Society’s domestic work might be set forth. 

Many appropriations, both domestic and foreign, have to be made during the year as 
exigencies arise, and cannot, therefore, now be tabulated... The more important of these in 
connection with contemplated work on Versions or such work already in progress, where not 
included in the appropriations to Foreign Agencies, have been estimated. The following, 
therefore, will give an outline view of the projected work of the Society for the coming year.

HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 
al: agers was held at the Bible House 
Thursday, April 2, 1908, at 3.30 p.m., The: 
ophilus A. Brouwer, Vice-President, in the 
chair. 

The Rev. James F. Riggs, D.D., conducted 
the devotional exercises, reading a portion of 
Scripture and offering prayer. 

On recommendation of the Agencies Com- 
mittee, appropriations in the aggregate 
amounting to $13,850 were made tothe Agency 
Secretaries in the domestic field for the year 
ending March 31, 1909. 

“On recommendation of the Agencies Com- 
mittee, the action of the Rey. G. A. Miller, 
Agency Secretary, was approved, by which 
the Washington Auxiliary Bible Society, of 
Seattle, and the Southwestern Washington 
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Auxiliary Bible Society, of Tacoma, have 
become merged in the Pacific Agency of the 
American Bible Society. 

The Secretaries reported total issues of 
Scriptures in Korea during the year ending 
December 31, 1907, of 169,659 volumes, two- 
fifths of which total represents the share of 
the American Bible Society. 

Forty-six grants of Scriptures were made 
in the domestic field to the amount of $524.25 ; 
a grant was also made to the American Sun- 
day School Union, for use in its operations 
throughout the United States, to the value of 
$4,347. 

Appropriations were made to missionary 
societies and others for the foreign field as 
follows: 

To the American Board for Austria, $400; 
to the Bible Society of France, $500; to the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, for use in Italy, Switzer- 
land, Germany, and Finland, $1,750; to the 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions for 
Persia, $2,000; to the Missionary Society of 
the Reformed Church of America, for Arabia, 
$500, and to the Evangelical Society of Gen- 
eva, $250. 

An invitation from the Board of Managers 
of the Pennsylvania Bible Society to the 
American Bible Society was received and ac- 
cepted, requesting representatives to be sent 
to the Centenary Celebration of the Pennsyl- 
vania Bible Society, May 7, 1908. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to Foreign Agencies for the month 
of March under previous appropriations :
